Nothing was 
found to indicate the subject traveled umer the given or . z 
similar names on the date in question from and to tix FOR 
respective cities. No record was found of passerg ers ‘ t 
bearing Latin names who terminated their flight in Dallas. 


4) INTRODUCTION: 


On August 18, 1964, at 12:10PM, a long distarce telephone call was received 
y SA Jamison, Kiani, Florida, from SA Vial, New Orleans, Louisiana >» advising that 
aspector Thomas J. Kelley, Chief's Office, desired to substantiate certain 
formation regarding Lee Harvey Oswald. According to SA Vial, Lee Harvey Oswald 
is alleged to have been in New Orleans as of 8:00AM on Septecbhar 25, 1963, and 
a Dallas, Texas, from 6:00PH and 9:00PH on September 25, 1963. SA Vial requested 
vat the flight manifests of Hastern Air Lines for Septenber 25, 1963, from New 
cleans to Dallas, be checked for flights between 8:00AM and 6:00Pi on that date. 
t was further requested that the flight manifests of National Air Lines,for 
cpteasdber 25, 1963, from New Orleans to Houston, be checked for fligts between 
:O0AH and 6:O00FH on that date, each umler the mmes of Lee Harvey Oswald or Alex 
idell, 


SA Vial further advised that two Spaniards were supposed to have accompanied 
swald on ‘this trip, and it was’ also requested that copies of passenger manifests 
md seating arrangements on these flights be secured. SA Viel stated Inspector 
elley desired to be notified of the resUlts immediately. :

In referring to their records of regularly scheduled flights fron New Orleans 
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to Houston on Septerbér 25, 1963, between the hours of 3:00: amd 6: OOF, Er. | 


Cronauer stated the y had four (4) flights on that date between the times in 
question, beginning with Flight No,-35, departing New Crleans at 3:45am; No. 
227, departing at 10: 55Ani3 No, 27, departing at as 5°13 and No. 31, ees 
at 3:40Fi. 


Mr. Gronauer stated that their passenger manifests no lorger include the 
nanes of the passengers. He added they do not make a recorisx film of the 
tickets used in particular flights, but instead keep the actual fight tickets 


in tneir archives in care of Mr. Jake Lewis, 58 Ne 7th Street, riani, Florida. 


Mr, Cronauer said that the only recordak film made is for the Yoff~line"™ 


ticxets (those, tickets sold by other carriers thich are later used on Katioml 
Air Lines.) On the possibility the subject may have used an “off~line" ticket, 
the recordak film was checked for the subject under both momes and he was not 
found of record, : 

Fr. Cronauer said that the Federal Bureau of Investigrtion hal previously 
checked their records but he did not krow the nature of their inculry nor the 
specific date involved. 


Cn the sans date, through Hr, Jake Lewis, Haticnal Airline Archives, 
58 NS Vth Street, Mani, Florida, all the flight tickets used on Rational 
Sir Lines on Septenb er 24, 25, and 26, 1963, were checked for the subject 
bot he was not revealed under either name. Only one passenger wath the Latin 
nace of Garcia was of record for Septenber 25, 1963, whe traveled from New 
CGrieans to Houston and termineted at Corpus Christi, Texas. 


Hr. Lewis stuted to his krowledse no other agency had checked their 
records for September 25, 1963. ; 

Er. Bert Warner, Assistant Supervisor, Sales Audit Department, Eastern 
Air Lines, was next interviewed at Miami Internstioral airport, Mieni, Florida. 
| Marner stated that on Sectenser 25, 1963, they had orly tio (2) regularly 
dulled flights from New Crleans to Dallas: No. 202, depart bing at 11:502%3 
No. 208, danartin nz at 2:45Fi. Mr. Warner produced the Eastern flit 
nets used eon both flights ard the subject was not revealed umier either 
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» and there was no record of passengers vith Latin names using these flights. -
